TALLAHASSEE— Although 
Comptroller C. M -Gay now has 
proceed most of the November 
sales tax collection reports from 
the 90,000 dealers, the tax still 
falls well short of producing what 
was expected.

of them beef cattle. 

Promotion of the beef cattle in- 
dustry, the agent said, has entail- 
ed a major task of converting the 
county's rich farmlands to pastures 
to support the herds. 

Mounts cited these figures on 
pasture conversion. During the war 
when vegetable production was at 
its’ peak here, an estimated 90,000 
acres were under cultivation and 
thousands of carloads of vegetables 
were ghipped from this area each 


year. Since ‘Me war. about 30,000 


acres of vegetable land has been 
turned into pastures and seeded 
with several new types of grasse3 
which have proven highly nutri- 
tious in producing good beef cattle. 

Palm Beach County, Mr. Mounts 
said, ‘ranked second in the state 
last year in establishing and main- 
taining pasture land.
